houses, immensely diminish crime, and by concentrating 
to good and useful purposes the resources, intelligence, 
and moral energies of the State, would lead the way to a 
great and happy reform in all departments of life. 


Resolved, That in order to give practical efliuiency to 


our sentiments concerning the Prohibitory Liquor Luw, 
we will fit the ensuing election vote for no candidate ibr 
any State or legislative office, nor for any office exerting 
an influence upon the question, unless we shall have good 
reusonfor believing that the candidate is opposed to the 
liquor traflic, nnd that if elected he would act in good faith 
for a Prohibitory Liquor Law.

VVH.-I " It is none of your busineiw ; I come hero iu ray ca- 
pacity as Catholic priest." The watch then ordered him 
to keep out of tlie room, declaring that he (the priest) or 
hi» men could not enter the: room hut !>y ibrcp, to which 
1'orce would be opposed. 


Tli.j priest sent tor a constable; in the mean time Ihe 


news of the daring attempt spread rapirtty, and soon til'ty 
or nixty men, frieuda of tin- deceased, repaired to the spot. 
Rev. Mr. SAI.ZMAN, finding himself foiled in his attempt, 
left the place; but soon afterwards constable MAGAKIGLK 
appeared, stating that he could not allow tho corpse to be 
removed.
